Book Agents Blamed for Em- 


bezzlement, Insanity, and 
Suicide of Victims. —

DETAILS GIVEN IN COURT. 


Names of Many Prominent Per- 
sons May Be Drawn Into 
the Patten Case. 


Following a tral! of de luxe bock frauds 
which he held responsible for one suicide, the 
insanity of a woman, endless woe for at 
least a dozen persons, and the | of up- 
wards Of $1,000,000, Assistant State’s At- 
torney Popham yesterday threw a white 
light upon the history of the flat iron 
gang of bookmen accused of swindling Mrs. 
James A. Patten out of $22,700, 

In a series of pointed questions which 
came as a climax tothe day's court session, 
Mr. Popham indicated that heintended open- 
ing up the case to such an extent thet the 
names of all the prominent men and women 
in Chicago and various parts of the country 
who have been victimized by the de luxe 
men will be drawn into the cage. 

In these questions he did mention four men 
and women as victims, declaring that one 
man had been driven to theft and suicide in 
order to get out of the clutches of the book 


men. 
Suicide of Broker Cited. 

William A. Goodwin, then confidential man 
for the brokerage firm of Gardner, Cassatt & 
Co. of Philadelphia, shot himself four years 
ego in his office. He was nearly $250,000 
short im his accounts. It was looked upon at 
the time merely as a short on the market 
case. 

Now, however, Mr. Popham has obtained 
what purports to be evidence that the great- 
er part of his money went into the de luxe 
books which these men forced upon him 
after getting him hopelessly entangled with a 
woman accomplice, This case was cited by 
the assistant state’s attorney in proof of his 
assertion that the gang had left a trail of 
tragedies and trouble across the continent 
and wherever it had operated. 

Although the woman accomplice remains 
unnamed, as yet, it isprobable that the name 
will be revealed when Mr. Popham begins to 

“open up,” as he has threatened to do. 


Strong Fight by Defense. 
These details did not get into the records 


without a desperate Struggle on the part of 


the defendant bookmen to keep them out. 
They were successful in inducing Judge 
McSurely to dismiss the jurors while they 
were being read. As a consequence, the 
questions Were not answered by the defend- 
ant to whom they were addressed—W. N. 
‘Cooper—and may never be answered. The 
judge will rule finally upon that point today. 

Previous to this incident, which proved the 
most diverting of an exciting session, Judge 
McSurely had prevented a possible personal 
encounter between Mr. Popham ard a pub- 
lisher, who. believed himself insulted by ques- 
tions put to him.

McFarland 
had considered it #0 easy, he said, that he 
had just gone ahead and sold her the books 
without even showing them to her. 


Prices of Roosevelt Books. 

Then there ‘were some more questions about 
the manner of settling on the price of de 
luxe’’ books.

„When Roosevelt was commissioner of 
police some of these de luxe editions.sold for 
$2,300," he said. “ With his rise, however, 
there has been a corresponding rise in the 
price of the books.

I don't need 
samples to sell to Mrs. Patten.“

PHYSICIAN SUSPECTS POISON. 


No Reason for Suicide Can Be Assigned 
by Employer or Friend. 


Fourteen hours after she had returned 
from a visit with relatives at Fond du Lac 
and Milwaukee, Wis., the body of Miss 
Mamie R. Dunn, a telephone operator, was 


found in Lake Michigan, near the foot of

boys at noon yesterday. Although it is be- 
lieved that death resulted primarily from 
drowning, there are evidences, according to 
Dr. Hunter, coroner’s physician, that the 
young woman took poison, and the police 
are working on the theory that murder may 
have been committed. 

Friends of Miss Dunn can assign no motive 
for suicide other than that she had been 
complaining of ill health for two days. 

Miss Dunn came to Chicago from Milwau- 
kee thirteen months ago to accept a position 
with the Wisconsin Central railroad. She 
fermerly had been employed by this com- 
pany in Milwaukee. 

Meete Acquaintance on Train. 

Last Thursday she was given a vacation 
of two days. She went to Milwaukee, where 
Robert McCreedy, an uncle, resides, and later 
visited at Fond du Lac. She boarded a Wis- 
consin Central train at Waukesha, Wis., 
Sunday evening, and was seen by Thomas 
Martin, 301 Webster avenue, an acquaint- 
ance, who also is employed by the Wiscon- 
sin Central. 

As the train approached Chicago I went 
into the coach in which she was seated.“ said 
Martin, and we conversed for a little while. 
Miss Dunn appeared to be depressed, as we 
left the train, and when she started up the 
steps at an elevated station said she did not 
feel well.” 

She arrivéd at her boarding place. 280 
Osgood avenue, the residence of Mrs. L. R. 
Hitchcock, a long time friend, about 11 
o'clock and almost immediately retired. 


Two Boys Find Body. 

At noon Henry Creyner, 212 Vine street, 
and William Frauzen of Benenville, III., saw 
the body floating near the shore.

A glove certificate she had purchased in a 
Milwaukee store on Dec. 24, apparently with 
the intention of presenting it to a friend asa 
gift, and $25 in cash also were found in the 
handbag. 

The body first was identified by P. W. Drew, 
superintendent of telegraph of the Wiscon- 
sin Central. 

Miss Dunn was one of the most trust- 
worthy and efficient workers in my depart- 
ment,” said Mr. Drew. ‘So far as I have 
been able to ascertain from her associates 
she never experienced serious troubles of any 
kind.

The 
de e cart was tearing along south in 
Clark street and at Illinois it collided with 
the hose wagon, which was just turning into 
Clark street. 


Shaft Pierced Horse. 

The shaft of the chemical pierced the 
breast of one of the hose cart horses and he 
fell to the streét mortally injured. 

The firemen, none of whom was injured, 
hitched the chemical to the hose cart and 
proceeded to the fire. 

The dying horse was relieved of his suffer- 
ings a few minutes later by a bullet from a po- 
liceman’s revolver. 


Fire a Lively one. 

The fire was in a four story building at 122 
Lake street, adjoining the new Tremont 
hotel. Shortly before 9 o ‘clock a blaze was 
discovered in the wall paper and paint store 
ef the Knauber-Miiler-Penner company, 
which occupies the first floor. Flames were 
leaping out of the windows of the first and 
second floors when Chief Horan arrived, and 
he sent in two extra alarms for apparatus. 

Fifteen engine companies were soon at the 
scene, but the first was put out so quickly 
that several were sent back by the chief upon 
their arrival.

“Call these commissioners over here the 
first thing in the morning.“ said the chief to 
Sergeant Charles O'Donnell, when he had 
made his decision. “I'm going to ask them 
to tell me all about themselves and explain 
how men professing to have small incomes 
can afford to play the part of Carnegies of the 
city. It's one of the most curious situations 
I have come across. 


Thinks Situation Is Unusual. 

“I believe that aside from slowness they 
are doing good work so far as the exarmina- 
tion of candidates is concerned, but it is 
funny that these three men shoule develop 
the same eccéentricity—of wanting to work 
for the city for nothing. As soon as they 
have completed the exeminations, I am go- 
ing to see that the ordinance requiring 
licenses is enforced, but at present I would 
have to close more than one-half the the- 
aters. I will tell the board of examiners 
to notify the managers and operators of 
moving picture shows of the urgency of pass- 
ing the examination.” a 

The chief further said that ‘aie intended to 
inquire into à report to the effect that Havi 
turned in some license fees to the city clerk's 
office for suocessf ul applicants ingtead of in- 
sisting upon the operatora going tothe clerk’s 
office in person. Deputy City Clerk E. J.

Visit to the Commission.

Mr. Herrick long hee beem the successful 
prestdent of a society for savings in Cleve- 
land, and an extremely influential member 
of the association of bankera. He possesses 
a business experience which Mr. Burton 
lacks to some extent, but, on the other hand, 
he is much lees familiar with the practical 
governmental theory of financtal operations 
conducted under the restrictions of the stat- 
ute law. 

Successful bankers have not always been 
the best secretaries of the treasury. Fre- 
quéntly they have been the worst. The diffl- 
culty is that in the conduct of banking busi- 
ness the head of the bank has only to consult 
hie directors, and often he is a one man 
power by himself and is obliged to refer his 
acts only to an executive committee. 


Bankers Free of Restraint. 

The result is that in his administrative 
capacity he is omnipotent. He has only to 
follow the bylaws of the bank and the regu- 
lations prescribed by the controller of the 
currency for national banks. He retains a 
large measure of initiative, and it is therefore 
possible for him to vary his busines practice 
from day to day and almost from hour to 
hour to meet the constantly Hanging condi- 
tions. 

When it comes to the administration of a 
great office like that of the treasury depart- 
mént an entirely different condition of affairs 
prevails. Almost every official act of the 
secretary of the treasury is limited or pre- 
scribed by a specific statute law. Some of 
these laws were passed by congress a genera- 
tion or two ago. They are often unwise and 
sometimes actually absurd, but they are laws 
none the less, and the secretaries of the treas- 
ury, like private citizens, must obey them. 

The result oftem has been that great bank- 
ers like Lyman J. Gage, who could success- 
fully administer a private institution, find 
themselves constantly in hot water because, 
no matter in which direction they turn, they 
run‘up against some congressional limitation 
or order which cannot be violated with im- 
punity. The banker misses hig compact lit- 
tle executive committee and is harassed at 
discovering that the various bureau chiefs 
in the department know more about the great 
fabric which makes up the financial laws of 
the United States than he does himself. 


Training in Congress Best. 

As a rule the best secretaries of the treas- 
ury have been those who were trained in con- 
gress on some of the financial committees of 
the house or senate. They recognize the stat- 
utory restrictions and they usually succeed 
much better in dealing with congress in the 
way of securing new legislation than those 
who come here fresh to the Washington 
field. 

During the Taft administration it is pro- 
posed to put in operation a system of postal 
savings banks. This will involve close 
relations between the treasury and the post- 
office department, and the first result may 
be to unsettle the finances of the country 
until the new system is im running order. 

Within a year or two in all probability the 
monetary commission will report and it may 
Auggest sw ing reform in the currency sys- 
tem of the country. It will be necessary 
that the mew secretary of the treasury shall 


of the banking methods but an intimate 
acquaintance with the purely governmental 
finance, which is radically different from that 
familiar to the commercial world. 


TARIFF FRAMERS MEET TWICE.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—The work of 
preparing the revised tariff bill was resumed 
today by the subcommittee of the house 
ways and means committee. Two meetings 
were held and there is every likelihood that 
the tariff framing committee, which con- 
sists of the Republican members of the full 
committee, will continue to hold daily meet- 
ings until the time comes to report the bill 
to congress at the special session in March. 

The tariff framers are giving much con- 
sideration to the maximum and minimum 
éuty problem in connection with the new 
tariff. Although the United States was the 
first to apply this method of securing favor- 
able trade relations with other countries, it 
has never applied the principle to more 
than a few articles, while several foreign 
countries have adopted the system to cover 
everything.

Blockade by European Powers. 
When all other means of bringing their, 


| for the most part just, claims to the atten- 
tlon of Caracas and Castro had proved in- 


effective, Germany, England, and Italy in- 
etituted a blockade of Venezuelan ports to 
bring the matter to the attention of the 
Venezuelan people, while our attitude was 
in principle absolutely correct—in practice it 
was helpful to Castro. 

The blockade was, according to plan, per- 
fectly peaceful, perhaps it was never pro- 
posed by the three great powers to inflict 
serious damage on a peaple who, after all, 
were more unfortunate than blameworthy. 

But a peaceful and somewhat ineffective 
blockade passed the comprehension of the 
average Venezuelan and their explanation of 
it, which presupposed a good understanding 
if not an alliance between the dictator and 
Washington, proved a pillar of strength to 
the Castro gang at the only moment until 
recently when it seemed possible for the 
Venezuelan people by their own initiative 
and strength to throw off the yoke of the 
cattle thief and his horde of bandits. 

I have heard Venezuelan fishermen and the 
cargadores of La Guayra and Puerto Cabello 
taunt the German, English, and Italian naval 
officers with theinpinactivity. 

“Why do you not try to bombard our 
forte?” they would inquire and then, meet- 
ing with nothing but frigid silence, would 
answer the query themselves. 

Because if you do it Tio Samuel will 
spank you, and you know it.” 


How Blockade Was Raised. 


This situation, bad as it was, was made 
more deplorable by the action of a German 
captain who chose this time of all others to 
land on the coast island of Margarita and 
make some surveys. This indiscretion spurred 
Washington to greater activity and the block- 
ade was raised. a 

It is true we compelled Venezuela to ac- 
cept The Hague tribunal, and it is true that 
the verdict of this august court cost Vene- 
zuela a pretty penny, but still the blockade 
apparently, thanks to us, was @ failure, and 
that was the only result that came wi@hin 
the vision of the Venezuelan people, and of 
course by Castro and his supporters, for their 
greater glory, our action was purposely mis- 
represented. 

Strengthened at home and abroad by these 
victories, real or apparent, Castro for the last 
four years of his administration, devoted 
himself to the pursuit and the punighment of 
those natives and foreigners he, with or 
without reason, chose to regard as partisans 
of his defeated rival, Gen. Matos. 

This savage persecution led incidentally to 
the rupture of diplomatic relations with all 
civilized countries, with the exception of 
Spain and Brazil, and brought about a situ- 
ation which makes it extremely improbable 
that Castro will ever return to his native land, 
even should his health permit him to again 
resume the extremely active life which he so 
long pursued. 


Cause of French Rupture. 


The rupture with France, while there were 
many other vexatious questions between the 
two countries, came about through the seiz- 
ure of the property of the French cable com- 
pany and its condemnation to pay a fine of 
$5.000,000. President Castro held, and I am 
inclined to think clearly proved, that the ca- 
blecompany had actually furthered the cause 
of Gen. Matos. The’company entered a gen- 
eral denial and the verdict of the court, which 
was immediately followed by confiscation, 
went against it. 

The facts practically are, at least they so 
impressed me, that the officials of the French 
cable company went the limit and perhaps 
beyond it in the support of Matos for cogent 
reasons. 7 

Castro taxed the company officially and 
unofficially out of all proportion to the busi- 
ness done, and while alwtys a fluent cor- 
respondent by cable himself, he would never 
pay his tolls. When Castro stood a debtor 
on its books to the extent of $80,000 the com- 
pany “cut” his credit. This was the be- 
ginning of the row, which entered a serious 
phase when Castro followed the returning 
French minister to his port of embarkation 
with every imaginable slight and insult. 


Tons of Asphalt Literature.

Soon, however, Castro’s demands became 
so heavy that the company decided it was a 
choice between bankruptcy and refusal to 
comply, 

It ie only fair to interject here that the 
Bermudez Asphalt company was not the only 
corporation the Andean cattle thief set about 
milking. He treated them, one and all, na- 
tive and foreign, about alike. All he was 
really particular about was his percentages, 
and about these he was particular indeed. 


of Matos Revolution. 

At this juncture in the relations of Castro 
and. the asphalt company the Matos revo- 
lution broke out and I have no doubt that 
its success was prayed for by all connected 
with the American corporation, apart from 
ite special grievances, which had now 
reached the stage of making it impossible 
to mine asphalt e at a loss. The Andean 
soldiery, who were Castro’s support, had in- 
stituted a reign of terror throughout the 
land, which endangered every honest work- 
ing man’s life, his family, and his property. 

Once Matos was defeated Castro went 
gunning for the American corporation. To 
begin, he stopped all work and placed an 
embargo on the property. Then he sought 
to prove first that the Bermudez company 
never —— ee with the terms of its 
concession, w consequently had la . 

Secondly, that the company had — 
help and comfort to the enemies of Vene- 
zuela and legally all its rights and all prop- 
erty were liable to confiscation. 

It was about this time that Castro gave his 
extremely able minister of foreign affairs, 
Dr. Jesus Rojas Paul, the option of going to 
a subterranean cell in San Carlos prison or 
writing a certain note, the purport of which 
he disapproved and the statement of facts 
which it contained he knew to be false. 


Lawless Pressure in Cabinet. 
Dr. Paul not being by any means the kind 
of man who dies for a principle and cannot 
live without self-respect wrote the note.

Doctor Prescribes Simple Life. 

Two years ago the various organic troubles 
from which Castro has long began 
to cause him moments of anxiety. After a 
more serious attack of his malady, which kept 
him in his chamber at the Yellow house for 
two weeks, Castro d together his family 
in counci? and discussed the sifiiation. 

He informed the strange * group, his 
brother Don Celestin Castro, a judge 
of cattle, and his wife, Dofia Sorla, a dark 
eyed, dark haired Indian women Whose just 
grievances against her husband have served 
as cloak to her own shortcomings, that his 
physicians informed him that unless he threw 
off absolutely and immediately the cares of 
state and led a quiet, sécluded life his years 
were numbered. 

“ What is to be done? is the way he put 
it to the family whose interest, financial, at 
least, in the continuance of the Castro ré- 
gime was only second to that of the dictator 
himself. For an answer Dofia Sorla grunted 
Gomes, and Don Celestin assented with 
the worde: 

Vicente, he is the only man we can trust.“ 

And so it wae that Don Vicente Gomez 
entered upon the ene. 

Gomez is a friend and neighbor of Castro 
and was a companion of the dictator in the 
days when his greatest ventures were to steal 
a herd of cattle and drive them across the 
Colombian frontier to a market where no 
questione were asked and branding marks 
ignored. : 

Soon these border bandits became more 
closely allied by marriage. I think it was by 
the mariage of Mme. Castro's sister to the 
younger brother of Gomez. 

The families now became inseparable, and 
when Castro and his cattle thieves captured 
the capital and proclaimed their chief presi- 
dent he made his old companion, Gomez, vice 
president. 

Gomez a Man of Balance. 


Gomez in a way was a wonderful vice 
president. The senate never was convened, 
so he did not have to preside over that. 
He is a stolid, dull looking man, the com- 
pleté antithesis of his neighbor and com- 
panion Castro, who is always bursting with 
energy and the busiest man on the South 
American ‘continent. 

I often came in contact with this silent

Gomez is not as much of an Indian as 
Castro, but he has enough Indian blood to 
make him loath to forgive the man who made 
him ridiculous. 

When, last month, Castro started for Eu- 
rope to seek a surgeon abler than those to 
be found in Venezuela, and to fish for alli- 
ances in the troubled-wat of European 
diplomacy, he again turn the reins of 
power over to Gomez. Not without deep 
misgivings, I venture to say, but because, 
Castro out of the way, Gomez was the only 
man the Indian soldiery would obey.

pensable factors in the edifice of tyranny 
Castro erected in Venezuela.

A. A. U. Suspends Sheppard, Ba- 
con, Porter, and Others. 


MONEY DEMANDS THE CAUSE. 


Investigation Shows They Received 
More Than Expenses. 


New York, Dec. 28.—There was an earth- 
quake in amateur athletic circles tonight 
when an announcement was made of the 
suspension of six prominent athletes, five of 
whom took part in the recent Olympic games 
at London. The suspended men, against 
whom the charge of professionalism was 
made, are Melvin W. Sheppard, Charles 
Bacon, Harry F. Porter, and George V. 
Bonhag, all of the Irish-American A. C.; 
F. G. Bellars, New York A. C., and James 
J. Lee, formerly of the Boston A. A., but 
now unattached. 

The action taken tonight was the outcome 
of a searching invegtigation by the registra- 
tion committee of the Amateur Athletic union, 
which was conducted at the West Side Y. M. C. A. 
bullding tonight. Chairman Obertubessing of the 
registration committee said that he and his brother 
members had come to the conclusion that these 
athletes, and possibly others, had been demanding 
money beyond what might be termed legitimate 
expenses, characterizing the claims of some of 
them as exorbitant. He showed a statement from 
Maj. Wolf of the Seventy-fourth regiment of Buf- 
falo which showed that Porter, Sheppard, and 
Bonhag had been paid, according to the ideas of the 
committee, sums far in excess of what were con- 
sidered ordinary expenses. These men took part 
in games at Buffalo on Dec. 12. 

The committee alsa announced that information 
had been received from reliable sources that pro- 
fessional trainers and coaches have been demand- 
ing money for the appearance at outside meets of 
members of tbeir teams. This will not be tolerated 
by the committee and a warning hae been sent to 
all amateur athietes that they must not allow 
themselves to be parties to such deals, under pen- 
alty of suspension on professional grounds. 

Sheppard and Porter, two of the suspended men, 
together with Martin Sheridan of the Irish- Ameri- 
can A. C., left today in charge of Trainer Ernie 
Hjertzberg to take part an athietic meet in 
Pitteburg tomorrow night., but the action of the 
committee will prevent the appearance of Sheppard 
and Porter, as their suspension became operative 
the moment the committee announced ft. 


PRAISE FOR ENGLEWOOD TEAM. 


| Mayor of Butte and President of Busi- 
ness Men's Club Pay Tribute to 
Conduct of Chicago Boys. 


W. R. Bowlin, faculty representative, who ac- 
companied the Englewood High school football 


team on its recent trip to Butte and Denver, yes- 


terday stated that the principal of another school 
was responsible for the investigation into the right 
of the boys to take the trip which was started by 
President Schneider of the board of education. 

‘* Principal J. E. Armstrong of the Englewood 
High school,“ said Mr. Bowlin, ‘‘ had no objection 
to the trip. He told the boys if they obtained the 
consent of their parents their absence from school 
would be the same as a leave of absence. 

Although they played under the name of the 
Englewood High school, they really played as in- 
dividuals and had no official recognition. Letters 
sent to us show the boys conducted themselves in 
gentiemanly and sportemaniike manner. 

The trouble, I learned later, 
by a principal of a rival 
nouncing the trip and questioning our right to take 
the journey. That, however, has all been set- 
thed.’ 

Mr. Bowlin showe two letters, one from Joseph 
Corby, mayor of Butte, and W. H. Tuohy. prest- 
dent of the Business Men's club of Butte praising 
the conduct of the members of the team. 

The letter from Mayor Corby stated in part: 

The people of Butte, while naturally regretting

Transfer clerks 
have been instructed to accept this matter 
as mail. 


GAIN IN POSTOFFICE RECEIPTS. 


More than Two Billion Pieces of Mail 
Handled in Chicago This 
, Year. 


The army of postoffice employés, working 
night and day, have handled for Chicagoans 
during the last year 2,063,529,179 pieces of 
mailed matter. f 

These figures are a part of the annual re- 
port of the department made public yester- . 
day by Postmaster Daniel A. Campbell. 

This work has yielded to the government 
during the same period an income of $14.948,- 
008.12, an increase over last year of $353,- 
677.74, and the expenditures incident to the 
work in salaries and other incidentals amount 
to $5,266,500.63.

Meanwhile, the city authorities 
should see that their responsibilities are 
fully carried out, that thorough, practical 
rules and regulations are provided—and 
persistently enforced.

READJUSTING THE MACHINERY. 

Mr. Taft said in his speech accepting 
the presidential nomination that the chief 
} function of his administration, if he were 
elected, would be “to complete and per- 
“fect the machinery by which the Roose- 
volt legislatior. was to be enforced. With 
this declaration in mind it is easy to put 
faith in the report that he will recom- 
mend to congress legislation affecting the 
different branches of the public service 
which have to deal in on way or another 
with the corporations which the govern- 
ment has undertaken to supervise. 

There ie manifest need of some legisla- 
tion in the’ direction of a better distribu- 
tion of work. The interstate commerce 
commission; fot instance, has rather more 
than it can do and should welcome, a 
Wenden thet wesen telbdve it 42 bende of 
its less important functions. The various 
agencies which have to do with corpora- 
tions are not properly cotirdinated. Two 
of them sometimes do the same work. 
That is a waste of energy which should 
be stopped. 

It is not surprising that this condition 
should exist. Congress has often, in 
enecting Jaws enlarging the area ‘of gov- 
ernmental activity, failed to create a new 
agency for their enforcement, but has put 
the work on somé existing agency which 
already. had enough to do. It all the 
remedial legislation of the last eight years 
had been énacted at one time more scien- 
tific provision ‘would have been made for 
its enforcement and better results would 
have been secured. Now is a good time 
to take up this matter of simplification of 
machinery. It will be dry work and will 
not appeal to the popular imagination, but 
ite utility is manifest. There have often 
been occasions when congress has found 
it necessary to do something of this kind. 
Never was there greater need of it than 
now. 


THE THIN END OF THE WEDGE,

Edmund Gosse, who has been appointed 
one of the new truste and governors of 
the National Gallery of Paintings, which 
looks out on to Trafalgar square in London, 
has frequently lectured In the United States 
on English literature, and is one of the best 
known Englishmen of letters of the present 
day. 

He is librarian of the house of lords, a most 
desirable appointment, carrying with it a 
salary of $5,000 a year, as well as an official 
residence in the houses of parliament, the 
library itself being located on the main floor 
of the palace of Westminster, overlooking 
the river, and in line with the house of com- 
mons dining rooms and library. The col- 
lection contains: some 50.000 volumes, and an 
immense number of valuable papers and some 
rare historic objects, including the death 
warrant of Charles I. 

Edmund Gosse was formerly assistant M- 
brarian of the British museum, a post which 
he gave up in order to accept that of official 
translator to the government department 
known as the board of trade, which is _the 
English equivalent of the ministry of com- 
merce in continental countries.

CLERKS OF LOCAL COURTS 
ISSUE: ANNUAL REPORTS. 


Records Show 1,242 Persons Were 
Sentenced to Penal Institutions 
During the Year. 


The annual report of the state’s attorney's 
office shows that 1,242 persons were sen- 
tenced to penal institutions by Criminal 
court judges during the fiscal year 1908. 
This is a slight increase over 1907. Of 3,300 
indictments found, convictions were obtained 
im 1,006 cases, acquittals in 150, and 1,681. 
were stricken off the dockets. 

No bills were found in 451 cases presented 
to the grand juries. Of the indietments re- 
turned there 106 for murder an 791 for 
burglary and robbery. 

Marked falling off in litigation in the Su- 
perior court is shown in the annual report 
dy Clerk Charles W. Vall. 

Joseph E. Bidwill Jr. shows in his annual 
report as clerk of the Circult court that in 
his office there has been an increage in the 
receipts and the amount of work.

A temporary organization was formed to 
place the farmers’ position befote the de- 
partment and the public, to establish a com- 
mercial agency to look up the credit of milk 
dealers, to consider the purchaées. of 
plies for the new. method of testing 
and to perfect a central organization outaide 
as well as in the county. 

Other meetings will be held on Saturday at 
Libertyville, on Monday at Round Lake, and 
on Jan. 6 at Lake Villa. 

Mayor Busse received a letter from Nathan 
Straus of New York during the day, con- 
gratulating him and Health Commissioner 
Evans on the work being done in Chicago to 
furnish pure milk.
